German's Catholic church here, was 
probably fatally 
wounded 
Sunday 


morning, when he was twice stabbed 
by a parishoner immediately after he 
had finished singing high mass. 


After attacking the priest, felling 


him with the second blow, the fren- 
zied man, Joseph Schuette, a prosper- 
ous farmer and devout member of the 
congregation, 
turned 
his 
freshly 


sharpened knife upon Mrs. 
Barbara 


Ginter and John Gates, two of those 
•who rushed to the priest's aid. 


Mrs. Ginter was cut in the hand, 


while Gates received two wounds, one 
in the hand and another in the el- 
bow. 
Neither Mrs. Ginter nor Gate; 


were seriously hurt. 


Father Lubeley, who Is a native of 


St. Louis, and whose mother ana two 
brothers reside here, was stabbed in 
the right temple and in the right side 
of the neck, the knife just missing tae 
jugular vein by a hair's breadth. 


The clergyman was attacked 
from 


behind just after he left the altar, and 
was standing in the church door, in 
full view of 
about 400 worshipers 


with one of whom, a woman, he was 
shaking hands. 


Schuette rushed upon him before 


any one divined his purpose, and it 
was not until the horrified parishion- 
ers saw their beloved pastor reel and 
fall that they realized what was trans- 
piring before their eyes. 


A dozen 
men 
grappled 
with 


Schuette after he had attacked Mrs 
Ginter and^ Gates, and he was quick- 
ly pinioned to the ground. He strug- 
gled desperately, shouting and snarl- 
ing, and refused to be quieted, even 
-when his wife and five children, who 
had accompanied him to mass, hurried 
to his side. 


While officers rushed the farmer to 


the Salisbury jail physicians 
were 


hastily summoned to 
attend 
the 


wounded priest. He recovered con- 
sciousness quickly and, despite the 
gaping wound in his throat, directed 
those about him. Drs. Wilfred Baker 
and Franklin Welsh attended him. 


The priest was given temporary aid 


and placed on the Wabash express and 
was hurried to St. Mary's Infirmary, 
Fifteenth and Papin streets. St. Louis. 
He was accompanied by Dr. Baker and

Except for a few moments follow-

Schuette, according to members of 


>t. Joseph's congregation, sat in the 
ear of the church during the high 
mass, though his family occupied their 
pew in the center of rhe church. He 
s said to have glared at Father Lube- 
ey throughout the services, and par- 
icularly during the sermon, gnashing 
his teeth in seemingly great rage. 


Not a word was uttered by the man,

its results was a wreck of trolley cai-3 
on the Chestnut Hill traction line, 
about 12 miles outside the city late 
last night. Information is to the ef- 
fect that two people are dead, and 
nearly 100 injured. 


The day an ideal one, and all out- 


going cars were crowded with pleas- 
ure seekers. 


At the place where the accident oc- 


curred there is a steep grade, and one 
car, from some unknown cause, left 
the track at the bottom of this grade, 
Right -behind it were others. 


The derailing of one seems to have 


knocked the nerve out of the motor- 
men of these others. Five motormea 
lost control of their cars, and one fry 
one, 
in quick succession, they crashed 


into the first, their precious human 
freight having no chance to escape. 


News of the disaster was at onee 


sent to the city, and physicians, nwr- 
ses and ambulances hastened to the 
scene. Meanwhile 
homes 
in.

neighborhood 
were 
converted into 


temporary hospitals and every aid pos- 
sible given by the citizens.

The wreck occurred on the Chestnut 


Hill branch of the Schuylkill Valley 
company's line at Thorp's lane. 
In 


the mad struggle of the passengers to 
get out of the smashed up cars, which 
were left in total darkness, many wo- 
men and children were trampled upon, 
and it is these who constitute the ma- 
jority of the injured. 


Men who 
succeeded 
in escaping 


themselves were horror-stricken on. 
learning that wives and children were 
still struggling in the cars, 
and 


plunged into the mass of passengers 
again to save them. The Aeries an«l 
moans of the injured were heard by 
residents in the sparsely settled neigh- 
borhood, who at once went to the-res- 
cue. 


Passengers from other cars blocked 


by the accident also lent a willing 
hand and carried many of the Injured 
into the houses. • 
"*A number of wealthy residents of 
Chestaut Hill got out their automo- 
biles and turned them 
Into 
ambu- 


lances. The more seriously injured 
were picked up and rushed 
to 
the 


Chestnut Hill and Germantown Hos- 
pitals 
At least 30 automobiles were 


quickly pressed into service for this 
work, and the owners acted as chauf- 
feurs. 


Many of the passengers were found 


unconscious and wedged in the win- 
dows half in and half out. Glass and 
wood were imbedded in their bodies. 
and in the confusion and darkness it 
was feared that a sudden move would 
•mo-in dentil 
It was TieoessaTT in some 


cases to saw away part of the windows 
to extricate them. 


Lying at the bottom of both cars 


the bodies of the dead were 
fonnd, 


who had evidently T>een trampled 
in 


their mad attempts to escape. Their 
bodies were terribly cut and braised. 
They lay near the doors and probably 
met death as they were trying 
to 


crawl through the narrow openings. 


During the last five years there have 


been half a dozen serious accident* al- 
most in the same place.

NOVEL USE OF WEEDS. 


Railroad to Cultivate Them to Protect 


Passengers From Dust. 


To save 840,000 in wages and at the 


same time control to some extent the 
dust which troubles travelers is the 
plan of General Superintendent Buck- 
ley of the Oregon Railroad and Navi- 
gation, company, who this year pro- 
poses to allow weeds to grow along 
the tracks wherever it is possible. In- 
stead of keeping the track clear of 
weeds by cutting them with shovels, 
the section men are instructed to allow 
them to grow, keeping them trimmed 
close to the rails that they may not 
come in contact with the wheels of 
care and cause trouble. 


It is estimated that the company 


spends 540,000 each year in cutting 
weeds and incidentally keeping the 
soil worked so that winds catch the 
dust, and during hot weather enough 
of it is carried along the rapidly mov- 
ing trains to almost strangle the pas- 
sengers, says a Walla-walla (Wash.) 
correspondent of the Spokane Review. 
Wherever weeds have been allowed to 
grow dust has never troubled, and this 
fact has caused Mr. Buckley to try 
the experiment of allowing weeds and 
grass to cover the ties, especially the 
soil at the ends of the ties outside the 
rails. 


The company is now figuring on sow- 


ing a short, thick grass on the line to 
form a mass of roots to prevent the 
(lust from raising, it Is said that some 
heavy, short grass can be grown for 
this purpose with splendid results, and 
even where the tnu:k has to be worked 
a great deal the grass will soon take 
root again aud cover the surface so 
that dust will not raise by the suction 
of passing trains. 


Calls Conference In Washington "One

James J. Hill, president of the Great 


Northern Kailrouil company, believes 
that one of the surest ways to insure 
continued prosperity in the Uuiti J 
States is to carry on the work of the 
governors' eout'erem-e recently held in 
Washington. 


"That meeting called by President 


Roosevelt to insure the conservation 
of natural resources was," said Mr. 
Hill in his New York office to a re- 
porter of the New York American,

have been taken in many years. 
We 


need men at the head of this move- 
ment who will keep on fighting and 
not become discouraged by the many 
rebuffs that are sure to come. 


-It may be that little progress will 


be shown for four or five yea re. The 
active worker of today may become 
a bit weary of not showing better re- 
sults, but if we can only keep the right 
kind of people interested I am sure the 
results 
will 
benefit generations to 


come hi this country. 


"America today is Buffering from 


too much surface work. We as a peo- 
ple have been satisfied to skim over 
affairs, forgetting that we have an ob- 
ligation to our sons aud grandsons. 


"We have been destroying right and 


left, and now that the subject has 
come before the people in a national 
way I have the greatest hopes that 
good will come from the first meeting. 


"My idea is to make the organiza- 


tion a lasting one. 
We want yearly 


meetings, oftener If need be, but not 
less than once a year. The people of 
the United States need to get back to 
nature. 
We want to pay more atten- 


tion to the ground and less to stocks. 
Less Wall street and more farming will 
be one of the greatest salvations of 
this wonderful country. We have had 
hard times, and we are not out of the 
woods yet 
We have been taught a 


lesson, and if it is a lasting impression 
then it has not been In vain. 


"This Is one of my busiest days, but 


I can't think of anything more Impor- 
tant than to assist In trying to awaken 
our people to the consideration of our 
natural wealth of land. 


"I want to see the states and the na- 


tional government join hands in sav- 
ing the natural resources. 
While the 


organization of governors has no legal 
footing, it will result in arousing the 
people of this country to the real dan- 
ger that confronts them and their chil- 
dren." 


"What of the new ware of good 


times? Is it due, or has it arrived?" 
Mr. Hill was asked. 
The venerable 


railroad magnate, leaning back in his 
chair,, said slowly: 


"It is dpe; that is one thing sure." 
"And has It arrived?" ' 
"Railroads and corporations in gen- 


eral have been accused of making hard 
time cries at various times," he replied. 
"Some people do not understand that 
it is not a cry of wolf, but a cry of 
distress. As a result, I dislike to talk 
of hard times. 1 think conditions are 
Improving. Everything indicates this. 
But we are not back to our good times. 


"But I would ratuer discuss the ques- 


tion of saving our forests, our mines, 
our land. That is the real foundation. 
Again, • let as keep in mind that we 
want to look to the ground for results. 
Let us pay a little more attention to 
the farmer, the miner, the forest 
It 


will pay us in the end. It will mean 
more business for the railroad man. 


"I was glad to meet so many able 


men in Washington. You will find that 
the governors of every state In the 
Union will join in this movement to 
stop the waste of what nature has 
given us and that it will grow each 
year until in the end we can show re- 
sults worth while.

Are Our Municipalities .to Become 


. Business Corporations? 


Judge Uockwood of the Circuit Court 


of 
Michigan 
Puts 
This 
Problem 


Squarely Before the American People. 
He Shows the Dangers Which Are 
Often 
Overlooked . by 
Superficial 


Thinkers. 


No one can give even a cursory 


glance at the history of municipal gov- 
ernment in the United States for the 
past tbirty-flve. years without noticing 
two conditions: 


First—The municipalities have been 


very inefficient in the performance of 
governmental duties. 


Second.—They have steadily exercis- 


ed more and more the business powers 
originally possessed by individuals or 
private corporations. 
They are rapidly 


becoming great business corporations. 


The inefficiency and corruption of 


municipal governments have been BO 
thoroughly exposed and discussed be- 
fore the people for the past few years 
that nothing need be said in way of 
proof of the condition. In fact, it may 
be true that we have become so con- 
versant with this condition that it fails 
to excite surprise or to demand atten- 
tion and has come to be regarded as 
normal or at least -unavoidable. 


How Does It Affect the People? 


But what of this second tendency? 


TTow is it affecting our people? To 
what end Is it leading? Is the first 
condition a 'natural and necessary re- 
Bult ot" the second?. 


Municipalities have only such powers 


as are expressly or impliedly granted 
by the state through its legislature, as 
is shown by the following quotation 
from Cooley's "Constitutional Limita- 
tions:" 


"The creation of municipal corpora- 


tions and the conferring upon them of 
certain_ powers and subjecting them to 
corresponding duties do not deprive 
the legislature of the state of that 
general control 
over their 
citizens 


which was before possessed. It still 
has authority to amend their charters, 
enlarge or diminish their powers, ex- 
tend or limit their boundaries, consoli- 
date .two or more into one, overrule 
their legislative 'action whenever it is 
deemed unwise, impolitic or unjust 
and even abolish them altogether in 
the legislative discretion. 
The rights 


and franchises of such a corporation, 
being granted for the purpose of the 
government, can never become such 
vested rights as against the state .that 
they cannot b'e taken away, nor does 
the charter 'constitute a contract in the 
sense' of, 'the constitutional provision 
which, prohibits the obligation of con- 
tracts being violated." 


increased Business Activities. 


Notwithstanding "this is the law, 


these ..corporations,, have steadily and 
rapidly increased their activities in 
the direction of conducting many-and 
diverse businesses, and we hear loud 
demands for freer local self govern- 
ment to engage in all kinds of business 
which may at any time seem desirable 
to a majority of their inhabitants. 


."Without seemingly being aware of it. 


we arc drifting toward municipal own- 
ership, control and operation of many 
lines of production, and the next step 
is state socialism. 
This tendency is 


the antithesis of individualism, which 
is and has been the very foundation of 
Anglo-Saxon progress. 


• Individual 
initiative, responsibility 


«cd atx-oinnlishiuent have been the dis- 
tinguishing marks of the American and 
of bis English ancestors. 


The liberty of the individual is just 


as certainly invaded by the entry of 
government into competition with him 
in business as it is by any other op- 
pressive and unnecessary interference 
with him by the government . 


The Anglo.-Saxon Jdeal. 


The distinction between. the. Anglo- 


S.ixon ideal and the Latin ideal is very 
apparent to one who goes from this 
country to Europe. In - France-one is 
constantly 
shown 
great 
buildings, 


great undertakings tarried to success- 
ful completion, great churches, great 
opera houses, all the result of the gov- 
ernment's activity. 
Everything done 


beyond the simplest business of life is 
tim.'uired by governmental assistance. 
The whole tendency is communistic. 
Ou the other hand, when one crosses 
the narrow 
channel that separates 


England from the continent he is im- 
pressed with the fact that the indi- 
vidual counts for much more. 


It is individualism, personal effort, 


the liberty to do, to accomplish and to 
reap reward—the prize that is held out 
before the Individual to be attained by 
his own effort—that has made Eng- 
land's people jcreat. 


The American Ideal. 


And coming from England to Ameri- 


ca one finds this principle still morn 
freely in operation, for here all arti- 
ficial class distinctions are \sipcd out, 
and each man stands for himself with 


opportunity and with unrestrain- 


ed liberty to put forth his o\ru effort 
in hi.s own way and to reap the reward 
thereof *o ioncr as he does not violate 
the law. 


This distinct ion was \ ery clearly per- 


reived by that careful observer and 


iTul r.'.hi'i. Carl Schurz. 
The 


impre«:in v\ns made upon his 


I'li-'d on <ori'iii£r t<> America that is 
T.-iJe Tip in liv minds of Auiriiians 
vl:o co to En:opf. 
Vory soon after 


coming t'i t5''< land he wrote in a let- 
ter to a friend:

Antagonistic to Progress. 


So it seems to-me That iu a broad 


way this tendency is antagonistic to 
the very fundamental cause of onr 
progress as & raue and as a nation. 


There can be no competition between 


or a private corporation and a business 
supported by taxation upon its com- 
petitors. In the v,>ry nature of the 
case The municipality \\ ill soon have a 
monopoly of- the business in which It 
engages hi. the tei ntoi-y over which 
the operamSns'of this business extend, 
and the right of "the individual to en- 
gage in that business is lost in that 
territory, in ,so far as the opportunity 
of the individual to select his occupa- 
tion or business and TO conduct it for 
the purpose of rev. ard. for his o'trn 
support or even for The benefit of the 
public, is deui"d hii >. 
It is socialism 


pure and simple. 
0:ie of the defini- 


tions of socialism '_ri\"ii by a promi- 
nent expounder js.that— 


"Socialism consists in the extension 


of national and the extinction of pri- 
vate ownership of the land, the streets, 
the houses, the shops, the ships, the 
railways, the min<-= aaO all other ma- 
terials for the production and the dis- 
tribution of wealth. Sopir.ltem would 
abolish competition and private enter- 
prise and would svb- titute co-operation 
and public control." 


A Wasteful Method. 


The system of municipal ownership 


and municipal conduct of business not 
only interferes wi.th the liberty of the 
individual, but it is a wasteful method 
of accomplishing the purposes. 


As at present organized our munici- 


palities are wholly unfitted for wise 
and prudent conduct of such under- 
takings. It seems strange that, in the 
face of the admitted inefficiency of 
our municipal organizations to exercise 
successfully the very limited govern- 
mental powers intrusted to them be- 
cause of lack of honesty or lack of 
sufficient patriotism or ability, some 
of our people desire to thrust upon 
them the exercise of much more com- 
plex and difficult duties. 


Can it .be'ex,pee"tOil that this inefficient 


organization, which has failed in the 
simpler field,-will1 succeed in the more 
difficult? "When to be a municipal leg- 
islator has become a reproach, can we 
expect to enlist ;tmd receive the undi- 
vided and patriotic effort of competent 
men, 
so that the- conduct of business 


generally by a city can be wisely and 
economically managed? 


Our limited experience in municipal 


ownership and operation, it seems to 
me, has demonstrated beyond a ques- 
tion the wastefulness of this method 
of production. It is true that iu many 
of our cities aud yillaires the official 
who depends on the salary received in 
connection with the operation of the 
municipal property has figured out 
great saving and profit to the people, 
but if'a fair investigation is made it 
will disclose that the cost to taxpayers 
in nearly 
e^. ery instance is greater 


than would be charged for the service 
by private individuals,or privnte cor- 
porations. 


Fair Figures Show Sad Results. 


If the cities that have embarked 


upon rnuuiciptil ownership aud opera- 
tion" vs ill make a statement of the total 
amount pf moiun taken from the tax- 
payers "and 
app'ied to the business and 


add to this th"*?obts owing by the city 
on ape-bunt of the business and then 
make a fair inventory and appraisal of 
the property oi\ued by the city in con- 
nection with the business and deduct 
this from the sum of the former two, 
the actual cost will be found to ex- 
ceed what it would have cost to buy 
the product Irum private individuals 
or private corporations. 


In the last thliiy years, during which 


time municipal ownership has grown 
to its present proportions, the indebted- 
ness of our iiii.uicipalitics has crrcatly 
increased. Our observation leaches all 
of us that the municipality as au em- 
ployer gets U--- for its money than 
docs any other employer. 


'Because soiiu- of our citizens may 


make a profit in furnishing to our ^ il- 
laires and c;t>- and their inhabitants 
certain thiim-, ••!' certain services it 
does.not follow lint the municipal gov- 
ernment should lurnish these things or 
perform these services. 
If so, where 


is the limit of t unicipal business?

the partisans of the man whose fa\or- 
able horoscope is cast. In case it is 
also an ante-convention bit of fortune 
telling the number of the disgruntled 
vull be measurably increased, for this 
AMll include not only everybody of the 
opposite party, but the triends of all 
other candidates in the same party. 
For instance, if the luckless forecast- 
er were to pl-iy up the exclusive and 
advance information that Bryan is to 
be the next president the prophet 
aforesaid would be without honor in 
any country except 
^Nebraska, and 


there people would doubt his sanity. 
He would gain the ill will of all Re- 
publicans, Populists, Socialists, Prohi- 
bitionists, Independence leaguers and 
of the members of such other parties 
as may spring up between now and 
election. Not only so, but he would 
arouse the hostility of all Democrats 
except the rooters for the Nebraskan. 
Thus in gaining the friendship of one- 
fourth of the population the prophet 
of figures is sure to make enemies of 
the other three-fourths. 
Truly, it is 


anything but a pleasant outlook.

Not Much of a Cinch. ' 


Taking everything into considera- 


tion, however, this election is not go- 
ing to be as much of a cinch as some 
people would like to have it. There 
are several reasons. To particularize: 


First—Labor will cut Taft. There is 


no gainsaying this fact, and there is no 
good in trying to minimize it. The or 


anized labor vote of this country is 


large and influential. Recently it has 
been aroused by three adverse court 
decisions.

Ever since 
he returned from his jaunt around 
the world—aye, ever since the political 
steam roller passed over a gentleman 
named Alton B. Parker—Bryan has 
had the Democratic candidacy for the 
asking. Why he should want it at all 
may be ail enigma, but not the fact 
that he can grab it if he desires. Prob- 
ably running for president has grown 
into a habit with him, or he may fig- 
ure that, being yet a comparatively 
young man, he may keep on running 
long enough to slip in some time when 
the other side is not watching. How- 
ever these things may be, it is appar- 
ent that in this vear of our Lord 
hf> 


has pre-empted the Democratic man- 
sion and has chased all the ether would 
be candidates into the back lot Bryan 
is now only forty-eight years old, and 
if he keeps on running till he is 
eighty he has nine or ten good raceb 
in him yet 


Bryan's friends say that he actually 


expects to be elected this year and tha 
if he is he will never run again. Wha 
a temptation he places before the 
country! 


Possibly he figures that in a fa 


man's race the man with the least em 
boupoint—pronounce it if you dare— 
should win out 
Bryan has some flesh 


himself, but Taft makes him look like 
a living skeleton. If Taft should be 
elected he would make the hencoop 
that is used as an executive building 
bulge out at the sides. 


Let us suppose now that it is the 


middle of July and that William How 
ard Taft is the nominee of the R'epub- 
Han party and William Jennings Bryan 
is the standard bearer of the Demo- 
cratic party. Which shall we pick for 
a winner? Neither looks much iike a 
champion, but we have had homely 
presidents before. Consider all points 
carefully before choosing your favor- 
ite. Of course you may decide to vote 
for the one you think will lose. Some 
of us do that frequently. This may be 
on the principle that we favor the tin 
derdog or on the general idea that 
we are "agin the government" or sim- 
ply because the prospective loser be- 
longs to our party. This is not an in- 
quiry as to how we intend to vote 
however, but as to the man we think 
will win. 


In comparing the two candidates the 


first thing apparent is that Taft has 
held office all his life and Bryan has 
tried to. In this connection it is not 
fair to charge Mr. Bryan with lack of 
executive experience. That is not hi: 
fault. 


Another point in common is that 


both have traveled extensively, but 
each is willing to forego the pleasures 
of leaving the country for four years. 


Both Are Optimists. 


But here resemblance as well as 


friendship ceases. In other ways the 
two are no more alike than an ele- 
phant and an owl. Taft claims to be 
the only simon pure Roosevelt candi- 
date, and Bryan says he was like 
Roosevelt before Roosevelt was like 
himself. 
Taft lacks eloquence, and 


Bryan has plenty of it. 
Both are 


about the same age, but Taft has more 
to show for it and is larger for his 
years. Taft laughs like an explosion 
of dynamite, and Bryan smiles like a 
crack in a melon. Both are natural 
optimists, but Bryan manages to con- 
ceal the fact when talking about Wall 
street and the trusts. On the railroad 
question Taft is for government regu- 
lation at cabinet meetings and Bryan 
favors government ownership when no 
one is listening. As for tariff revision, 
Bryan wants it right off and Taft 
wants it as soon as the stand patters 
will let him. On the money question 
Taft wishes the banks to issue the 
money and Bryan would have the gov- 
ernment issue the money and distrib- 
ute it through the banks. On other 
questions Secretary Taft's views may 
be determined by consulting "my poli- 
cies" and Mr. Bryan's by reference to 
the Democratic platform. 


But all this docs not determine which 


one will be elected. The country might 
do better by defeating both and elect- 
ing Tom Watson, but it never will. 
Watson is getting almost as much In 
the habit of running for president as 
Bryan and gets more fun out of it He 
knows he never can be elected, and 
Bryan does not, but may learn.

TERWILLIGER CAPTURED. 


While Mr. Horn was telephoning he 


:eft two men to watch Terwilliger with 
orders to follow him if he left the lit- 
tle shanty. Officer T. <H. Stewart, who 
ias only been on the force about a 
month, but who has made a good rec- 
ord in that time, was at headquarters 
in citizen's clothes, and he was sent to 
make the arrest. Jumping on a bi- 
cycle he made a fast trip to the Bar-

UXORICIDE CONFESSES. 


While the patrol was bumping along 


the street and over the 
car 
tracks 


leaving the crowd far behind, Terwll- 
liger, the uxoricide, made a partial 
confession to the officers. But the full 
and complete confession was not made 


pretty soon," left them and went to 
the saloon where, by his own admis- 
sion, he drank several beers and a 
glass of whiskey. 


When he returned to his home his 


wife had gone up stairs and he fol- 
lowed her. This was 
about 
10:30 


o'clock, he remarked when questioned 
on this point. When they had re- 
tired she twitted him about not buy- 
ing her things the way he used to, 
and told him that she was going back 
to live with her parents. 


"It was terrible to hear her talk
